New York, May 9.—At least 50! 
persons were killed, more than a 
hundred injured, and property dam- 
aged to the extent of more than two 
million dollars by tornadoes and 
cyclonic winds, accompanied by 
down-pours in some sections, that 
lashed the middle west and south- 
west over the week-end, | 

Death list were expected to in- 
creased momentarily as additional 
reports were received, 

Texas was hardest hit, with 25] 
deaths and half a hundred injured, 
reported from tornadoes that struck 
Garland and Nevada, both within 
35 miles of Dallas, early today. 

In Missouri, the tornado toll had 


reached 14 dead and an undeter- 
mined number of injured. 
In Kansas, where a tornado 


swept four counties Saturday night, 
ten were reported dead. In Iowa, 4 
woman was drowned when — her 
motor car was swept into a ditch 
during a heavy wind and rain storm 

Garland, 15 miles northeast of 
Dallas and Nevada, 35 miles north- 
east of Dallas, were struck — by 
twisters early today. 

Miss Orma Coon, Red Cross nurse 
at Greenville telephoned to the Red 
Cross at Dallas that there were 17 
dead at Nevada. Eight known dead 
was the toll at Garland. More than 
50 persons were injured at these 
two towns, H 

Twisters raged Sunday night in

est, 

On November 1 the 5% per cent. 
renewal loan of 1922, totalling $29, 
06s, 400 will mature. A portion of 
this loan, at least, will be redeemed 
in cash, it is estimated, and the 
balance, if any, will be redeemed by 
the floating of a new loan at a re 
duced rate of interest.
